Mr. Chairman,  Ladies  & Gentlemen, 


I have  pleasure  in  submitting 
my  report  on  the  health  of  the  district  for 
the  year  ending  31st  December,  1968,  as 
made  to  the  Minister  of  Health  in  accordance 
with  his  instructions . 

The  population  as  estimated 
by  the  Registrar  General  in  June,  1968  was 
11,830  this  shows  an  increase  of  30  from 
the  previous  year  of  1967. 

The  number  of  births  was  188, 

31  less  than  the  previous  year,  and  there 
worel38  deaths  29  less  than  in  1967. 

In  1967  one  suicide  was  recorded 
it  is  disturbing  to  find  this  figure  increased 
to  four  in  1968  and  that  three  deaths  from 
motor  accidents  are  shown  in  1968  compared  with 
none  in  the  previous  year. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease 
shows  a slight  decrease  from  last  year.  Infectious 
Jaundice  was  made  notifiable  during  the  year, 
but  as  this  disease  was  already  notifiable  under 
a Local  Order  the  statistics  remain  unaffected. 

The  high  peak  of  births  and  deaths 
in  1967  was  not  maintained,  but  nevertheless, 
the  birth  rate  is  now  only  1 point  below  the 
national  rate  whereas  in  previous  years  this  has 
varied  from  2 to  4 points  below,  whilst  the 
death  rate  remains  very  close  to  the  national 
rate . 


I take  this  opportunity  of  thanking 
all  members  of  the  Council,  and  the  staff  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  and  the  Council’s 
Officers  for  their  help  and  co-operation  during 
the  year.

TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS 
OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  COMMITTEE. 

Mr. Chairman,  Ladies  & Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  environmental  health  and  cleansing  services  of 
the  district  during  the  year  1968. 

The  year  has  been  one  of  considerable  progress  for 
the  Department.  The  appointment  of  a public  health 
inspector  in  January,  and  a student  public  health 
inspector  in  September  created  the  opportunity  for 
much  needed  routine  visiting  of  food  and  other  industrial 
premises,  a task  neglected  in  previous  years.  All  food 
premises  were  visited  during  the  year,  and  I am  pleased 
to  report  that  the  co-operation  of  the  traders  was  such 
that  204  contraventions  found  were  remedied  informally 
and  the  Council  were  not  obliged  to  institute  legal 
proceedings.  Visits  to  private  houses  and  other  premises 
show  a marked  increase. 

Refuse  collection  and  disposal  occupied  much  of  the 
department's  time  during  the  year,  and  although  vehicle 
breakdown  caused  considerable  delay,  apart  from  isolated 
periods,  a seven  day  collection  was  maintained.  The 
implementation  of  a vehicle  replacement  policy  commencing 
in  the  financial  year  1969/70  will  make  this  section  much 
more  efficient. 

In  July  a serious  fly  infestation  occurred  in  the  house 
surrounding  the  tip  owned  by  Messrs .Jackson  Ltd.  Part  of 
this  land  was  used  by  the  Council  for  the  disposal  of 
domestic  refuse,  and  in  order  to  prevent  further  nuisance 
the  owners  were  persuaded  to  cease  using  the  tip  for  the 
disposal  of  industrial  waste.  Full  control  of  all  tipping 
was  eventually  given  to  the  department  and  arrangements 
were  made  for  domestic  refuse  to  be  tipped  on  the  land 
owned  by  the  Council  adjoining  Shepley  Industrial  Estate. 
Jackson's  Tip  is  now  being  filled  and  levelled  with  soil, 
and  no  further  refuse  of  any  K:ind  is  accepted. 

The  Civic  Amenities  Act  1967  has  been  a useful 
instrument  for  the  Department.  During  the  year  30 
abandoned  cars  have  been  removed  and  2 convictions 
obtained  for  illegal  tipping.  Although  a certain 
satisfaction  is  obtained  by  the  effectiveness  of  the. 
department  in  this  connection  it  is  disturbing  to  think 
that  30  people  still  consider  the  best  way  to  dispose 
of  an  old  car  is  to  abandon  it • 
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/over . . . •

The  incidence  of  unauthorised  dumping  on  unoccupied 
land  in  the  district  has  also  increased.  The 
Council  provide  a free  collection  service  for  extra 
items  of  refuse,  but  the  dumping  still  continues. 

Reyised  slum  clearance  and  smoke  control  programmes 
were  submitted  during  the  year,  and  discussion  continues 
on  their  phasing  and  implementation. 

A gulley  emptier  was  purchases  during  the  year  and 
the  responsibility  for  this  task  vested  in  the  department. 

I feel  that  1968  achieved  the  progress  promised  in 
1967  and  would  like  to  thank  members  of  the  Council 
and  its  officers  for  their  continued  support  throughout 
the  year,  and  take  this  opportunity  to  formally  express 
my  appreciation  to  Dr.  E.  I.  Ashford  and  the  members 
of  the  department  for  the  help  they  have  given  and  the 
loyalty  they  have  shown  during  the  year.
